Virginia  Numismatic  Society  43rd  Annual  Coin  Show 
Northern  Virginia  Community  College,  Ernst  Center 
Saturday,  September  22,  200 1 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Vice  President  Dick  DeVries  at  10:15am. 
Officers  and  Trustees  in  attendance  were  introduced  (Duane  Spellman,  Nancy 
Yee,  Doug  Jennings).  Members  and  guests  introduced  themselves  (John 
Gillgren,  Walter  Sc  Eda  Thomas,  Jim  Best,  Linda  Spellman,  Lou  Ann  DeVries 
and  Megan  Yee).  Megan  Yee  distributed  bronze  bars  to  everyone  at  the 
meeting. 

Nancy  Yee  announced  the  results  of  the  recent  election.  Doug  Jennings  will 
assume  the  presidency  for  the  next  two-year  term,  Dick  DeVries  will  continue  as 
vice  president;  Nancy  Yee  as  secretary-treasurer  and  Stephanie  O’Neil  is  the 
new  historian.  At  this  point  in  the  meeting,  incoming  president  Doug  Jennings 
took  the  gavel. 

Nancy  also  noted  the  following  members  have  received  the  ten-year 
membership  pin  awards:  Larry  Cannon,  Larry  Armstrong,  Andrew  Lalino,  Allan 
Fisher,  George  Conder,  Carl  Longerot,  Glenn  Perry  and  Robert  Lovelace. 

Duane  Spellman  reported  on  the  club  newsletter,  and  believes  it  is  a  nicer 
magazine  in  the  past  year  He  mentioned  the  poor  response  to  the  latest  contest 
to  give  away  a  round  for  a  short  essay  on  members’  favorite  bar  or  round  finds 
The  contest  will  be  extended  until  we  have  at  least  half  a  dozen  entries.  Duane 
again  called  for  more  member  participation  with  short  articles  for  The  Silver 
Bugle .

You  can’t  always  judge  a  book  by  its  cover,  but  you  can  judge  a  bar  by  the  book 
-  5th  Edition  Guidebook  -  that  is! 

I’ve  kidded  about  the  5th  Edition  Guidebook  being  the  ‘Holy  Grail’  but  in  truth, 
the  book  is  a  good  point  of  reference  and  the  only  source  art  bar  collectors  have 
today  in  determining  value,  mintage,  date  and  serialization. 


Half  the  fun  in  collecting  silver  art  bars  is  the  thrill  of  the  unknown  value  of  a 
bar.  (Let’s  be  honest  folks,  who  in  their  right  or  left  mind  would  pay  full 
guidebook  value  prices?)  The  other  half  of  fun  is  simply  collecting  the  silver  art 
bars  you  see  in  pictures;  the  pure  pleasure  you  receive  from  touching,  feeling 
and  even  seeing  it  rest  in  the  palm  of  your  hand! 

I  still  do  to  this  day,  enjoy  looking  at  the  intricate  detail  in  an  engraved,  etched 
or  maybe  even  repoussed  piece. 

Guidebooks  themselves  can  also  be  a  collectible,  particularly  first  editions,  as 
they  can  and  do  command  a  higher  price. 


2.000  copies  were  printed  and  sold  in  1974  of  the  1st  Edition  Guidebook. 

700  copies  of  the  2l>d  Edition  were  issued  in  1976. 

300  copies  of  the  3rd  Edition  were  printed  in  1979. 

In  1986  there  were  two  runs  printed  of  the  4th  Edition.  The  first  run  was  a  loose- 
leafed,  “Limited  Edition”  of  285.  The  second  run  of  hardbound  books  was 
available  two  weeks  later.  The  amount  of  this  second  run  is  unknown.  Just 
think  how  collectible  the  loose-leafed  copies  of  the  4  Edition  are  today!  The 
3rd  Edition  should  be  just  as  collectible,  since  only  300  copies  were  made.  I  do 
not  know  the  number  of  5th  Edition  books  printed,  but  was  surprised  to  see 
several  cellophane- wrapped  copies  for  sale  on  a  shelf  at  a  local  coin  show 
recently. 


There  were  500  Guidebook  supplements  printed  in  1993.  These  were 
individually  numbered  Wouldn’t  it  be  great  to  see  a  6th  Edition  printed 
sometime  in  the  near  future  and  to  also  learn  how  many  and  what  silver  art  bars 
have  been  minted  during  the  eight  years  that  have  lapsed  since  the  1993  update 
was  published? 


The  5th  Edition  Guidebook  has  provided  me  with  many  hours  of  both  fun  and 
enjoyment  in  researching  figures  as  well  as  sparking  many  ideas  for  a  number  of 
articles  that  I  have  written.  It’s  a  “must  have"  for  the  novice  to  advanced  silver 
art  bar  collector.  And  no,  1  am  not  receiving  any  kickbacks,  but  wouldn't  reject 
any  either!

People 
were  calm  considering  what  hap  happened  but  most  were  very  upset  and 
many  were  crying.  Many  were  angry  such  as  myself.  Knowingly, 
everyone  feared  an  attack  on  a  bridge  as  one  was  crossing  over  the 
bridge.  This  thought  seemed  to  be  in  the  minds  of  all,  I  am  sure.  Many 
were  walking  at  a  gallop  or  running.  Most  people  arrived  home  very  lat< 
in  the  day  and  most  offices  were  closed  for  the  remainder  of  the  week 
and  the  following  week.  Our  company,  like  many,  has  an  off-site 
Disaster  Recover  Operation  to  carry  on  the  day-to-day  functions  of  the 
company.  Our  computer  operations  are  based  downtown  and  our  main 
offices  are  in  the  Midtown  area  (in  front  of  and  across  the  street  from  the 
Empire  State  Building)  We  are  still  in  disaster  recovery  mode  even 
though  the  downtown  office  is  now  open.  1  know  a  few  people  who  lost 
someone.  I  am  sure  that  I  know  someone  that  was  a  past  associate  or  an 
acquaintance  that  was  murdered  in  this  tragedy.  At  this  point,  i  am  not 
aware  if  that  is  the  case.  Since  we  are  only  on  the  first  few  pages  of  the 
first  chapter  in  a  very  long  book,  1  know  we  must  take  some  action  and 
■ve  must  pray  for  the  right  outcome.”

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Cement,  California,  1902-1927 
by  Michael  S.  Turrini,  I  AS  AC  # 350 


Have  You  Ever  Heard  of  ‘Cement,  California  ’?  For  three  decades, 
this  community,  actually  a  complete  company  town,  once  existed  in  Solano  | 
County,  California.  Today,  all  that  remains  are  some  concrete  foundations, 
a  street  in  Fairfield,  California  named  ‘Cement  Hill  Road’,  and  graying 
and  faded  post  card  pictures. 

Cement,  California  was  founded  by  the  Pacific  Portand  Cement 
Company  to  house  its  workers  to  mine  rock  and  clay  located  there,  and  the 
community  grew  to  a  population  of  one  thousand  (1000).  It  was  a  ‘true 
company  town’:  the  Pacific  Portland  Cement  Company  built  everything 
and  own  everything.  In  fact,  when  the  Company  abandoned  the  site,  due 
deceasing  supply  of  clay  to  mine,  it  sold  the  entire  site — the  town  of  Ce¬ 
ment,  California— for  $100,000.00.  The  Company  built  the  cottages  for  its 
employees  and  painted  these  too,  all  in  red!  Each  home  was  enclosed  with 
a  wooden  picket  fence,  and  the  executives  and  foremen  with  their  families 
were  said  to  live  on  the  ‘front  street’,  while  the  workers  with  their  families 
lived  on  the  ‘back  street’,  with  their  backyards  facing  each  other.  All  the 
streets  and  sidewalks  were  dirt. 

Although  Cement,  California  was  a  company  town,  it  was  a  com¬ 
plete  little  community  itself.  It  had  regular  railroad  connection  to  then  dis¬ 
tant  Fairfield,  California.  The  town  boosted  a  large  one  hundred  seventy- 
five  (175)  room  hotel,  volunteer  fire  department,  general  stores,  hospital, 
and  post  office,  plus  a  two  story  school.  In  fact,  Cement,  California  was  so 
famous,  in  1 9 1 2  national  election,  then  California  Governor  Hiram  Johnson, 
the  Vice-President  candidate  with  Theodore  Roosevelt  on  the  Progressive 
Party  ticket,  campaigned  in  the  town;  but,  he  would  be  defeated. 

The  highlight  of  the  demanding,  dirty,  and  dusty  work  each  year 
was  the  Company  sponsored  Grand  Ball.  The  Company  also  hosted  a 
‘Smoker’,  a  prize  fight  each  year. 

Well,  What  Does  This  Histoty  Have  To  Do  With  Silver  Rounds?

For  the  annual  club  medal  of  the  Fairfield  (California)  Coin  Club's  Show 
this  year,  September  23, 200 1 ,  a  post  card  scene  of  the  long-gone  Cement, 
California  school  was  the  design  theme,  continuing  the  Club's  tradition  ol 
honoring  Solano  County,  California  communities,  present  and  past. 

Now,  Here  Is  An  Idea  For  Others  To  Follow.  Just  check  your  local 
historical  groups  and  community  museums.  Maybe  you  have  a  ‘Concrete’, 
‘Rockland’,  or  ‘Gravel  City’  in  your  area,  no  longer  on  the  map  and  only 
faint  memories  now.  Think  About  It.
